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The  I'^wa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Icwa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  v/ith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultui-al  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Io\.a  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  v/orking  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
cne-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crrp  and  Livestock  P;.eporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  pr  oduction 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,   legislators,   and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  cone  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to   these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered   have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the   supervision  of  Norman  V.  otrand  , 
State-v^fide  Fork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  'Vork  Projects  A  ministration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  ,..7   and  ;-:9. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preoara- 
tion  of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and   tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  ciops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the   lojva  lav.s. 
'.'ithout  these  data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed   agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Ringgold  County  was  established  in  1851   and  uaned  for  'Jajor  Sa.iiael  i.in._^old  , 
who  v,,,as  mortally  wounded  in  the  battle  of  .-'alo  ^Ito  in  the  '.lexican  war.     At  fir^t 
it  V'/as  a  part  of  the  old  Demoine  County,  but  later  it  was  includeo   in  tne  te:-aj.or- 
ary  count^'-  of     o  ttawattamie  ,  which  was  established   in  1847  .  1/     In  1852  a  provi- 
sion -was  made  by  a  jud^;e  for  a  presidential  election  in  November  of  that  year; 
the  political  history  seems  to  date  from  that  time. 

The  first  settler  in  the  oounty  was  Charl-s  H.  Schooler,  who  located  with  nic 
family  in  t  e   southeast  corner  of  the  county  in  1844.     In  1646  James    i.  Tithrov/ 
and  family  settled  near  there,   and  in  1848  several  othei   fanilies  took  clai.as  in 
various  parts  of  the  county.     A  county-seat  was  established  near  the  center  of  the 
oounty  in  1851  and  named  Urbana .     Hou'ever,   the  count:-seat  was  relocated  on  a  far-n 
belonging  to  Edvmrd  A.  Temple.     A  tov/n  vvas  laid  out  on  this  Lite  and  calltd  -dount 
Ayr.     The  Burlington  Railroad  was  the  first  railroad  established  in  the  coanty.£/ 

Area 

Ringgold  County  is  approximately  23  by  24  miles  in  extent,  with  an  area  of 
540  square  miles,  or  345,600  acres.  3/    Of  this  numcer,  330,816  acres  -are  listed 
as  farm  land.  4/    There  are  17  tovmshii^s   in  the  county  and   it  ranKs  forty-second 
in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Ringgold  County  are  grouped   into  4  classes  according  to  theii 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,   loess,   teri&oe,   and  swamp  and  cotton-land. 
The  drift  soil  covers  49.3  percent  of  the  counts,   and  has  but  one  t^pe  ,   tiie  ohelty 
loam.     The  loess  soils  cover  34.3  percent  of  the  county  an-,   are   'iivided  into 
Grundy  silt  loam — 33.2  percent,  Lindley  silt  IctJi  — 1.2  percent,   and  Clinton  silt 
loam — 0.4  percent.     The  terract;   soilf,  cover  0.6  percent  of  the  county  a.id  arc 
divided  into  Chariton  silt  loam--0.3   percent,   and  the  Bremer  loams--0.3  percent. 
The   swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  15.3  percent  of  the   area  and  are  -'ivided 
into  V.^abash  loams--l4.4  percent,   and  '.'abash  silty  clay  loan — 0.9  percent.  5/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  the  upland  piain  of  Ringgold  County  is,  for  the  .aost  part, 
undulating  to  rolling.     Valleys  extending  in  a  southernly  direction  nave  oeen 
formed  in  the  upland.     The   areas  betv/een  these  valleys  have  been  cut  by  smaller 
streams  and  ridg':.s  or  aivides  extend  from  uast  to  Vi^est.     In  the   south  central 
and  northeastern  pr^rts  of  the  county  there  are  st^ep  slopes,   d'c-ep  v:.lleys,  and

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  Ringgold  County  for  37  years  (1693-1930)  v.as 
50.5  degrees.     The  average  precipitation  for  54  years  (l"^76-1930)   .vas  35.23  inches, 
and  the  growing  season  averaged  166  days  bet  een  the  killing  frost  dates  of 
Ap-ril  27  and  October  10  over  a  period  of  36  years  (ie94-1930)  .  2/ 

Population 

The  pOjjulation  of  Ringgold  County  enjoyed  a  steady  _  rovi/th  until  1900,  Since 
then  it  has  experienced  in  appreciable  rec;^.?sion.  In  1930  it  had  a  density  of  2c 
persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  v/ith  the  State  density  of  44.  The  follov.'in,^ 
table   shovvs  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

The  selling  cooperative  had  a  business  volume  of  v6,71S 
and  the  purchasing  cooperative  trc^nsacted  ^^15,013  vjorth  of  business. 

Cooperative  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  nay  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farra  coririodit ies  for 
distribution  to  their  raembers  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  memxbers  and  patrons.  15/ 

Fruit 

The  best  year  for  apples  was  1909  when  76,720  trees  bearing  196,531  bushels 
were  listed.     In  1934  there  were  only  14,751  trees  and  3,148  trees  recorded. 
The  greatest  nu_mber  of  peach  trees,  38,373,  was  recorded  in  1909,  but  the 
greatest  production,  2,462  bushels,  was  reported  in  1954.     The  largest  nui.iber  of 
plum  trees,  11,965,  was  also  recorded  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  number  of  bushels, 
2,212,  were  produced  in  1894.     In  1884,  the  record  ye.r  for  cherries,  9,029  trees 
and  2,156  bushels  v^ere  listed.     In  that  same  year,  24,469  vines  yielded  a  peak 
production  of  107,199  pounds  of  grapes. _Jj^ 


Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdow  for  corn  acreage  is  as  folloii^ijs: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
vjhich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  production, 
the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by  divid- 
ing total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  huslccd)  and  added  to  summations  of 
individual  farm  productions  shovm  as  husked.    This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  vjould  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actuallj''  husked. 

In  1934  and  1956,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  hus!:ed  v/ero  made  by  the  State  assessors'   office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  j^ears  i/jould  select  their  best  .'crcagc  for  liusl:ing 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  vrtiich  would  have  a  different  and  lower  3^icld. 
This  separate  ^aold  cstix:iation  was  then  multiplied  b3^  the  acr^^agc  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  xvas  done  by  counties  orily  .,nd  ;-.ot  by  tov/nships.     The  township  yields 
for  thuse  two  years,  then,  arc  soiacwhat  high  since  t!  cy  c^re  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  huskud.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  covjs  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors* figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Tables  22  &  23  and  compari- 
son with  these  figures  xvill  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unad- 
justed State  farm  assessors'  figures.
